/hat Does God’s Law Sa 
"BETWEEN The Unes? ’’ 


Few Christians will deny that rhe 
Ten C ommandments are God’s de­ 
sign for human conduct. Some so- 
called Christians think they are 
outmoded. 
But how many know what they 
really mean? 
"Thou shalt not steal.** for ex ­ 
ample, obv iously forbids robbery , 
burglary and embezzlement. What 
many ev idently do not realize is 
that this Commandment also for­ 
bids ev asion of just debts, bribery 
to gam political and business ad­ 
v antages, lending money at usuri­ 
ous rates, and other sharp practices

Their full 
meaning can be understood only 
in the light of the teaching of the 
New Testament "I am the Lord, 
thy God; thou shalt not hav e 
strange gods before me,” is taken 
bv some to mean only that they 
must believ e in a Supreme Being. 
Actually , it obliges us to pray er, 
gratitude, hope and worship, ev en 
though these w’ords arc not men­ 
tioned. 
Most Christians agree that The 
Lord's Day must be kept holy . Vet 
there is a wide difference of opin­ 
ion as to how this should be done 
. . . indeed, there is ev en some 
disagreement 
as 
to 
uben 
the 
Lord s Day should be observ ed. 
When God said “ Thou shalt not 
kill,’* He was not warning mankind 
merely against murder due to 
greed, lust or v engeance He was 
telling us plainly that He, ^ ho 
alooe had the power to create 
human life, was reserv ing for Him­ 
self the right to take it a wav . And 
He made no ex ceptions for deliber­ 
ate abortion and the so-called 
* mercy killings' which some Chris­ 
tians seek to justify today .

A w’ide v ariance of opinion also 
prev ails as to the meaning of the 
Commandment: "Thou shalt not 
bear false witness against thy 
neighbor.** Some apparently think 
this is a prohibition only against 
perjury in a courtroom. Actually , it 
is a warning against lies of all de­ 
scriptions and all acts of commis­ 
sion and omission which injure rhe 
good name and reputation of an­ 
other. 
You hear people say , with smug 
assurance: ' I keep the Command­ 
ments—that’s enough.’’ And it 
would indeed be enough if they 
truly understood what the Com­ 
mandments require. But we must 
read "between the lines if we are 
rightly to understand Gods in­ 
structions and to liv e according to 
His design. If y ou want to be sure

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A SILLY SITUATION 
The troubles of Delaware’s Senator Wil­ 
liams in try ing to turn back $1,5 08.26 he 
sav ed from his stationery allowance seem 
to demonstrate how thoroughly cumber­ 
some gov ernment can get. 
Treasury Secretary Humphrey ’s insis­ 
tence that the gov ernment would indeed 
be glad to get the money doesn’t obscure 
the fact that as the law reads there is really 
no sensible way to return it. 
The law ev idently makes it mandatory 
for the senator to receiv e the money 
whether he has need of it or not. Since this 
is an ex pense allowance, to make accept­ 
ance mandatory seems absurd. 
By their nature ex pense accounts are 
generally flex ible, though there is sense in 
fix ing a max imum limit. What puzzles the 
onlooker is why a man must be compelled 
to take the max imum. 
Tax ex perts say Williams can get the 
money back to the Treasury ’ in one of two 
way s. First, he can write a check to the 
gov ernment for the full amount of his sav ­ 
ing, and list it on his income tax return as 
a charitable contribution. 
Second, he could write the check as a 
regular gift, deducting in adv ance enough 
to pay any necessary gift tax on the sum. 
If none is due, he would still perhaps hold 


(H it enough to pay the normal income tax 
on the amount, for the allowance is tax able 
as income to the senator. 
Obv iously , both of these schemes are 
foolish makeshifts which do not disguise 
the fact that Williams must take the money 
in the first place. 
In any sensible world, he ought to be 
allowed to refuse the money in adv ance if 
he finds he doesn’t need it. Or, if he’s al­ 
ready receiv ed it but then discov ers it’s 
unneeded, he should be able to write a 
check returning the money as if he’d nev er 
had it at all. 
A gov ernment that professes to be eager 
to sav e money certainly can find better 
way s than we now seem to hav e to encour­ 
age those who want to do their share in 
sav ing. The Williams episode makes the 
gov ernment look more than a little childish.

“W ell/” I said, “his form al title has been Ad­ 
m inistrator. Bu reau of Secu rity and Consu lar 
Affairs. This has to do with screening p ersonnel 
to avoid emp loyment of blabbermou ths, homo­ 
sexu als and su bversives. Blabberm ou ths are bad 
becau se give them a drink or two and they talk 
their heads off. Often they qu ote their su p eriors. 
Blabberm ou ths are beloved by newsp ap ermen be­ 
cau se while thev may bo wrong in detail they p ro­ 
vide tip s that can be followed u p . There are more 
male than female blabberm ou ths. I k now a blab­ 
berm ou th who always says more than he ou ght 
to and then worries for week s w hether he has not 
wreck ed his family. A fellow in the code room of 
an embassy mu st not be a blabberm ou th. If he 
p refers being the wise gu y in a bar or at a cock ­ 
tail p arty, he ou ght to ap p ly for some other job 
than in the S tate D ep artm ent. He cou ld do less 
harm at the hardw are cou nter of a dep artm ent 
store. 
“The homosexu al, m ale or female, is always 
su bject to black mail. So is the m arried man who 
chases after other men's wives. This may be some 
k ind of indor sp ort bu t it is no good for the State 
D ep artm ent. Su ch p eop le have to be screened ou t. 
The su bversive is obviou sly ou t of order. Maybe 
glamorou s p ersons are more su scep tible to black ­ 
mail than the du ll steady typ e, bu t the State De- 
p rtm cnt cannot afford to have p eop le abou t who 
are su scep tible to black mail. 
“Somebody has to do the screening. If it is 
not one man, it will be another, and the job 
changes with the times. For instance, when this 
cou ntry was at w ar with Germany, those who 
were p ro-Germ an were dangerou s for the State 
D ep artm ent: when we were at w ar with Jap an, 
anyone who was p ro-Jap anese became a menace. 
Now we are in a state of a cold w ar with Soviet 
Ru ssia and therefore the p ro-Ru ssian and the p ro- 
Commu nist are a menace. Somebody has to do the 
job of check ing p ersonnel in this sensitive agency 
and, I su p p ose, whoever does it will mak e a lot 
of p ersonal enemies.” 
So again, I ask ed the you ng man where he 
heard that Scott McLeod, ou r new1 Am bassador to 
Ireland, is su ch a bad man. Well, it all came ou t 
in college. The word had gone forth to sm ear a 
p u blic official becau se he did his du ty, w hatever 
his du ty hap p ened to be. 
Bad think ing is involved in all this becau se 
whereas none of u s are p erfect and the p robabil­ 
ity is that if one searched hard enou gh, he wou ld 
find mu ch that is u nsatisfactory' in each one of 
u s, here was a conclu sion, held w ith vehemence 
and blu shing anger bu t withou t any effort to get 
at a single tact to u p hold a p oint of view'. 
It is the avoidance of facts to which I object; 
the rep etition of sentences and p hrases, of charges 
and conclu sions sp ok en in classrooms and rep eat­ 
ed everywhere. Tfiat certainly is not an intellec­ 
tu al ap p roach to anything. While many of these 
you ng men refer to themselves as intellectu als, 
they reject the work that an intellectu al mu st do 
to catalogu e facts, to screen ou t u nrelated m at­ 
ter, to avoid su bjective reactions and not to reach 
a conclu sion based on nothing bu t hearsay. Since 
the 1930 s American intellectu als have been will­ 
ing to be led by stereotyp es, by p hrases which 
m ay ap p ly to some things bu t which are not 
generalizations ap p licable to all hu man p roblems. 
The assu mp tion that becau se one w ants to work 
in the Foreign Service, he ou ght to be allowed to 
work in it withou t adequ ate screening, is an u n­ 
tenable p osition in these times.

That Body of Yours

DOMICILIARY CARE IN HOSPITALS 


It may come as a su rp rise to m any to learn 
that as a resu lt of 18 months of stu dy, a com m it­ 
tee in New York city, headed by Dr. Howard A. 
Ru sk , has rep orted to the m ayor that one of every 
five p atients in the city’s mu nicip al general hos­ 
p itals and in those for p atients w ith chronic dis­ 
ease is there not becau se he needs hosp ital serv­ 
ices bu t simp ly becau se he has no other p lace to 
go. 
No dou bt this situ ation p revails in p racti­ 
cally all ou r large cities and p erhap s even in a 
few towns and villages. 
It is also a condition 
that is p revalent in m any of ou r veterans’ hos­ 
p itals. 
According to this annou ncement. New York 
city is already tak ing step s to overcome this sit­ 
u ation by creating for su ch p atients institu tions 
to be k nown as “hom esteads.” 
These will be 
bu ildings adjacent to the mu nicip al hosp itals 
which will serve these p eop le and from which 
they can be rabidly transferred to the hosp itals 
shou ld they need any medical care. 
According to 
Mr. David M. Heyman, p resident of the New 
York Fou ndation which finances the stu dy, the 
first homestead will be a p ilot exp erim ent and is 
being develop ed at the Coldwater Memorial Hos­ 
p ital on W elfare Island. 
The members of the comm ittee u rge the u se 
of the homesteads, p articu larly becau se they will 
offer inhabitants op p ortu nities for mu ch more 
normal living than is p ossible in hosp itals. 
Ob­ 
viou sly, when they are resident in hosp itals, they 
are the sou rce of demands on the p rofessional 
staff and on au xiliary’ work ers su ch as nu rses, 
dietitians, maids and other p ersons who might be 
devoting their time to greater advantage to p a­ 
tients who are acu tely sick . 
In a su p p lem entary statem ent. Dr. Ru sk p oints 
ou t that 19.2 p er cent, or between 1.740 and 
2,220 of the 10,000 su rveyed were p atients in the 
category mentioned. 
O bstetric p atients, infants, 
tu bercu losis p atients and those w ith p sychiatric 
diagnoses were not inclu ded in the stu dy. Most 
of these p atients had conditions of the nerves, 
heart and blood vessels and arthritis. 
Most of 
them did not have homes or relatives to whom 
they cou ld go. 
The great m ajority were elderly 
p eop le who had chronic diseases of long du ration. 
The com m ittee also mentioned Wie desirabil­ 
ity of a rehabilitation p rogram since, with p rop er 
care, many of the p ersons concerned might become 
cap able of caring for themselves and might even 
be able to obtain gainfu l occu p ations. 
I am su re 
every commu nity can see the desirability of k eep ­ 
ing hosp ital beds free for those who are acu tely 
ill and need the services of a hosp ital. 
On the 
other hand, ou r old folk m u st be look ed after to 
the best of ou r ability. 
This idea of a * home­ 
stead” close by the general hosp ital seems lik e 
a step in the right direction.
